The
result of those two enzagementii, the firat Jasting almost
an entire day, was that ¢pe of cur ve:sela was susk, one
disabled, two destroyed by cursolves, and one, movnting
one gun, with a ¢crow of eightecn mean fali iuwo the hands of
the enemy.

The Virgiala destroyed two of the exemy’s frigatea and
would undoubtedly have overcomse the Xiogitor, had she
been enabled to fire bolts, or even round shet into her an-
tegeniet. Unfortonarsly she was provided only with shells
which shattered against the thick sides of the iron cliad.
On the upper Mississippi cur emall flotilla of nins bonts
held the enamy 8t bay until he brought iron-clads to rein-
forcs his rqiadron, siready nurberiog three to onc.

FROM MOBILE—OFFICIAL REPORT OF THR® NAVAL EN-
GAGEMENT.

The vaval engogement in Mobile bay on the 6:b,
though resulting in the final discomfiture of our little
fleet; uttests the heroism of our sailors, and pats upon
record an instance of valor and endurance, upder the
most unequal circumstances, which will rend: r the en-
gagemens a3 glorious to the Sou'h es it will be memo—
rable. “We append the fficial report which was re-
ceived by the Secretary of the Navy on yesterday, from
the paval (flicer in command, Toe details which are
given in this report will effectoally sirip the enemy of
the laurels of viotory,albeit success crowned their ef-
forts. But for the as ye: unexphived surrender of
Fort Gaioes, we could point to the defence of Mobile,
with sentiments of uomingled prida. The following is
tke cfficial report :

MoBILk, Aug. 9:b, 1864.
Hon. 8. R. MaLLorY, Secretary of the Navy:

Sir :—Tbe enemy stesmed in through the main ec—
trance with four monitors and about sixteen Leavy ves-
sels of war. TlLe Tecumsech, commanded by 1. A. M.
Craven, was sunk wi'h nearly all her erew, and also an-
other gunboat, the I'.iilippi, which I subsequently
burned. The Richmond, Hartford and Brooklyn, in
line of battle, foilowed by the remainder of the fleet,
pushed by Fort Morgan uvder full head way, where they
were encountered by the Tenuessee, Morgan, Gaines
and Selme. The 'ennessee and the other vessels s'eam-
ed in close range of the advanciog force and poured a
beavy fire into the leading ships. Aftcr a desperate en-
gegement betwe=n the fleets, thejGaines retired 10 Fort
Morgan in a sicking coagiton—the Selma, cut off, sur- -
recdered—and the Morgan escaped to Fort Morgan.—
I'be Tennes:ee, so far nuirjured, s'eamed towardas the
whcle fleet, aud alter an obstinate fight, eurrendered—
ber rudder disabl:d—her emcke stack earricd away ;
and, as we suppose, her crew in an exhauated and
smothering condivion, Gu the Ten:essece, Admiral
Buchanan was severely wounded by a splinter in the
leg, and two were Killed and several wonoded among
ber crew. Oa the Gaincs there were two killed and
two wouaded. Oa toe Morgan, oue was wonnded, and
on the Selma there were eigut killed, inclading ber ex-
ecative cfficer, Lt. J. H. Comstock, and s:ven were
wouaded. The evewy suff2red severely, acd he roquest-
ed permission to bury his dead.
